The  irritation  is  still  there  to 
Springdale  Pastor  Jimmy  Walker, 
primarUy  because  of  the  buying  and 
setting  on  Sunday.  But,  as  Walker  tells 
it,  “God  has  opened  a  cloor  of  opportun¬ 
ity  for  our  church  to  witness  to  people 
of  Christ’s  love.” 

Walker  had  endured  the  monthly 
event  for  three  years  as  pastor  of  the 
^ley  church  when  he  decided  to  get 
involved.  He  approached  Wayne 
Windham  who  operates  the  flea  mar¬ 
ket  about  bringing  a  bit  of  church  to 
First  Monday.  ’ 

Windham  welcomed  the  church 
group  warmly,  offered  space  free  of 
charge  to  the  church  provided  they 
stay  all  three  days.  Walker  said  okay 
except  for  Sunday  mornings  and  the 
deal  was  on.
